Are Won. 


Washington, May 5.—The war depart- 
ment is satisfied from the dispatches 
received from Gen. Otis that the Ameri- 
can commander has put aside the in- 
surgent temporizing over peace and has 
turned his attention to most aggres- 
sive tactics. The wisdom of this course 
was fully approved by officials here, 


who have foreseen that the rebels needed 


further chastisement in order to bring 
them to a realizing sense of their posi- 
tion. The early dispatches from Gen. 
Otis clearly defined the general plan 
of his latest movement. He is mov- 
ing in two main columns, MacArthur 
pushing straight forward over a nine- 
miie stretch of country between Calum- 
pit and the latest rebel stronghold, San 
Fernando, and Lawton directing a 
strong force under Col. Sumner, to pre- 
vent the insurgents from retreating 
from San Fernando into the mountains 
to the north. The later dispatches 
showed there had been hot work in 
the execution of this movement, par- 
ticularly in Gen. MacArthur’s advance 
on San Fernando. The defeat of Luna 
at San Tomas and the scattering of 
the insurgent forces leaves MacArthur 
four miles from San Fernando, with 
a clear road before him. He will take 
the city this morning, according to 
Gen. Otis’ plans. 

The taking of towns is no longer 
looked upon by the authorities here as 
of chief moment, the main considera- 
tion being to intercept the inurgents. 
Gen. Lawton’s movement northward 
Thursday to Maasin is designed to keep 
a body of American troops to the north 
of the rebels and between them and 
their line of retreat to the mountains. 
A successful execution of this move 
will teave the insurgents well-nigh sur- 
rounded on the north, though there is 
a stretch of about seven miles from 
Maasin to the Rio Grande river, along 
which the rebels are retiring. If the 
rebels do succeed in getting into the 
mountains war department officials be- 
lieve they cannot continue organized 
resistance, as the mountain localities 
afford much less opportunities for sus- 
tenance than the rice lands along the 
foothills and bottoms. The authorities 
here are well satisfied with the man- 
ner in which our forces are placed.

Pushing Rebels. 

New York, May 5.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Manila says: Gen. Hale 
is pushing the insurgents toward San 
Fernando. After a severe engagement 
Gen. Wheaton’s brigade entered Santo 
Tomas Thursday morning, the insur- 
gents fighting desperately. The Amer- 
icans found Santo Tomas burning. 

Gen. MacArthur moved forward at 
eighto’clock Thursday morning with the 
Kansas and Montana regiments along 
the railway, and the Utah battery and 
Nebraska, South Dakota and fowa reg- 
iments on the right. There was a se- 
vere engagement at a bridge four miles 
this side of Santo Tomas, where the in- 
surgents were found in force.

Its 
meaning is plain to the naval officials as 
confirming the press report that a truce 
has been agreed upon in Samoa and 
there will be no more hostilities pend- 
ing the reaching of a conclusion by the 
commission now on the way to the is- 
lands and due there in about two weeks. 

Recent Fighting. 

Auckland, N. Z., May 5.—Advices re- 
ceived here from Apia, Samoa, to April 
27, state that the rebel loss by the shell- 
ing of the Mataafan stronghold at 
Vailima by the warships of Great 
Britain and the United States was quite 
heavy. Many of the rebels were wound- 
ed. The house in which the late Robert 
Louis Stevenson lived was riddled with 
shot. 

On April 22 there was a sharp skir- 
mish between rebels and Lieut. R. A. 
Gaunt’s brigade near the town of 
Vailima. In this engagement one Ma- 
taafan was killed. The lines of’ the 
friendlies were attacked in the dark- 
ness at two points, but none of them 
were killed. 

On April 23 there was some bush- 
fighting. Lieut. Gaunt’s brigade, num- 
bering 900 men, advanced under a hot 
fire. The enemy lost several men, the 


bodies of the dead being dragged away. 


Of the friendlies, one was killed and 
three were wounded. The British lieu- 
tenants, Innes, Hickman, Shuler and 
Heatheote, under Lieut. Gaunt, led the 
loyalists, 
German Consul’s Opposition, | 

The New Zealand government steam- 
er Tutanekai had arrived at Apia with 
dispatches announcing the request of 
the international peace commissioners 
that the inhabitants peacefully await 
their arrival from San Francisco. A 
meeting of the three consuls, in view of 
this message, was held, but without re- 
sult, the German consul dissenting 
from the propositions of the other two 


consuls. 
Mateafa Foreed to Yield. 


Admiral Albert Kautz, U. S. N., and 
Capt. Stuart, of the British cruiser 
Tauranga, wrote and dispatched 
through a French priest to Mataafa, 
ordering him to withdraw his forces 
outside of a line ten miles long and six 
miles broad. Mataafa replied defiantly, 
refusing to withdraw unless the Ger- 
man consul and the captain of the Ger- 
man cruiser Falke agreed, Admiral 
Kautz and Capt, Stuart thereupon sent 
an ultimatum to Mataafa, threatening 
to compel the withdrawal of his forces. 
In support of this ultimatum a plan of 
action was decided upon. Lieut. 
Gaunt’s brigade was strengthened, and 
a heavy gun was landed at Mulinu, and 
war rockets were gotten in readiness. 
Being informed of these preparations, 
Mataafa made prompt reply, agreeing 
to withdraw immediately.

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Otis clearly defined the general plan 
of his latest movement. He is mov- 
ing in two main columns, MacArthur 
pushing straight forward over a nine- 
mile stretch of country between Caium- 
pit and the latest rebel stronghold, San 
Fernando, and Lawton directing a 
strong force under Col. Sumner, to pre- 
vent the insurgents from retreating 
from San Fernando into the mountains 
to the north. The later dispatches 
showed there had been hot work in 
the execution of this movement, par- 
ticularly in Gen. MacArthur’s advance 
on San Fernando. The defeat of Luna 
at San Tomas and the scattering of 
the insurgent forces leaves MacArthur 
four miles from San Fernando, with 
a clear road before him. He will take 
the city this morning, according to 
Gen. Otis’ plans. 

The taking of towns is no longer 
looked upon by the authorities here as 
of chief moment, the main considera- 
tion being to intercept the inurgents. 
Gen. Lawton’s movement northward 
Thursday to Maasin is designed to keep 
a body of American troops to the north 
of the rebels and between them and 
their line of retreat to the mountains. 
A suecessful execution of this move 
will teave the insurgents well-nigh sur- 
rounded on the north, though there is 
a stretch of about seven miles from 
Maasin to the Rio Grande river, along 
which the rebels are retiring. If the 
rebels do succeed in getting into the 
mountains war department officials be- 
lieve they cannot continue organized 
resistance, as the mountain localities 
afford much less opportunities for sus- 
tenance than the rice lands along the 
foothills and bottoms. The authorities 
here are well satisfied with the man- 


ner in which our forces are placed. 
Dispatch from Otis.

Reeent Fighting. 

Auckland, N. Z., May 5.—Advices re- 
ceived here from Apia, Samoa, to April 
27, state that the rebel loss by the shell- 
ing of the Mataafan stronghold at 
Vailima by the warships of Great 
Britain and the United States was quite 
heavy. Many of the rebels were wound- 
ed. The house in which the late Robert 
Louis Stevenson lived was riddled with 
shot. 

On April 22 there was a sharp skir- 
mish between rebels and Lieut. R. A. 
Gaunt’s brigade near the town of 
Vailima. In this engagement one Ma- 
taafan was killed. The lines of the 
friendlies were attacked in the dark- 
ness at two points, but none of them 
were killed. 

On April 23 there was some bush- 
fighting. Lieut. Gaunt’s brigade, num- 
bering 900 men, advanced under a hot 
fire. The enemy lost several men, the 
bodies of the dead being dragged away. 
Of the friendlies, one was killed and 
three were wounded. The British lieu- 
tenants, Innes, Hickman, Shuler and 
Heatheote, under Lieut. Gaunt, led the 
loyalists, 

German Consuls Opposition. | 

The New Zealand government steam- 
er Tutanekai had arrived at Apia with 
dispatches announcing the request of 
the international peace commissioners 
that the inhabitants peacefully await 
their arrival from San Francisco. A 
meeting of the three consuls, in view of 
this message, was held, but without re- 
sult, the German consul dissenting 
from the propositions of the other two 


consuls. 
Mateafa Forced to Yield. 


Admiral Albert Kautz, U. S. N., and 
Capt. Stuart, of the British cruiser 
Tauranga, wrote and dispatched 
through a French priest to Mataafa, 
ordering him to withdraw his forces 
outside of a line ten miles long and six 
miles broad. Mataafa replied defiantly, 
refusing to withdraw unless the Ger- 
man consul and the captain of the Ger- 
man eruiser Falke agreed, Admiral 
Kautz and Capt. Stuart thereupon sent 
an ultimatum to Mataafa, threatening 
to compel the withdrawal of his forces. 
In support of this ultimatum a plan of 
action was decided upon. Lieut. 
Gaunt’s brigade was strengthened, and 
a heavy gun was landed at Mulinu, and 
war rockets were gotten in readiness. 
3eing informed of these preparations, 
Mataafa made prompt reply, agreeing 
to withdraw immediately. 

Retires on Demand of German Consul. 

Berlin, May 5.—The National Zeitung 
publishes Thursday a dispatch from 
Apia, Samoa, dated April 22, which 
Says: 

“The orders from London and Washing- 
ton to suspend hostilities have brought 
back tranquillity and peace. In compli- 
ance with the demand of the German con- 
sul, Mataafa has gone back a long dis- 
tance westward into the interior, so that 
there will be no danger of any collision 
with his troops. We Germans are nat- 
urally satisfied that our patience and im- 
partiality have finally triumphed.” 

Not Understood. 

Washington, May 5.— An official 
statement is made at the German em- 
bassy that strict instructions were 
given to the German consul at Apia, 
Samoa, to join with his colleagues, 
American and British, in a proclama- 
tion for the suspension of hostilities un- 
til the arrival of the Samoan commis- 
sion. Under these circumstances, the 
officials are at a loss to account for the 
press reports coming via Auckland that 
the Germans refuse to join in the 
proclamation, and are inclined to at- 
tribute it to anti-German influences. 
The proclamation was to be addressed 
to the natives, and as the American, 
British and German representatives 
were to issue the proclamation, all par- 
ties in interest, native and foreign, 
would be reached by the proclamation. 


Final Dividend to Be Paid. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 5. — Judge 
McMaster, of the Marion county su- 
perior court, Thursday ordered the re- 
ceiver of the Order of the Iron Hall to 
pay the final dividend—one-fifth of one 
per cent. The distribution of this divi- 
dend will close the receivership, which 
has existed seven years and which in- 
volved the collection and distribution of 
$2,000,000.

REPS SES ES 


An important document for the farm- 
ers of western New York, especially in 
parts of Erie county, is Bulletin No. 152 
of the New York Agricultural Experi- 
mental Station, at Geneva, It enables 
those who take its warning and instruc- 
tion to meet at every staige a pest which 
was very much in evidence in orchards 
last year. The bulletin gives a full aic- 
count, illustrated, of ‘the life-history of 
the apple tree tent-caterpillar, with con- 
cise directions for recognizing and fight- 
ing it when in the egg, as larva or in 
the cocoon. Notes are also given upon 
spraying experiments against the spring 
canker-worm; and ‘two new insecticides 
are recommended as both better and- 
cheaper than Paris green. 

Owing to the lateness ofthe spring 
there is still time to make use of all 
methods of checking the tent-caterpil- 
lar. The young larvae are probably yet 
concealed in the egg-band about -the 


wild cherry and apple twigs, and these 


bands can easily be located, cut off and 
burned. or soaked in kerosene. Where 
the ravages of the worms have þegun 
they can be checked by AS

The nests of those escaping tiie poison. 
can be cut out or burkéd= “upon ‘the 
tree, and a final search of the orchard 
along in June will revé@lithe yellowish 
white cocoons, which then conceal the 
marauders. After July the egg-bands

-for in every orchard opgre ion: until the 
next spring. > 

‘Wild cherry trees about the premises 
should be carefully watched, as they are 
the favorite food plants of the cater- 
pillars.

Schleïcher’s confirmation hastened the 
matter, is not known.

In the meantime City Engineer. Key

would turn over to the city so that there 
would be no dispute about the matter 
hereafter. 

City Attorney Norris said ‘that he had 
no right to do so, but it was a condition 
and not a theory that presentéd itself. 

Mr. Mcintyre called the meeting of 
the board to order, He said that in 
view of the fact that there was a large

be reinstated until next Tuesday morn- 
ing or until his successor could be ap- 
pointed, and in the meantime the board 
could lock into the matter of getting 
the work done more cheaply. 

To this the board agreed, and Mr. key 
was instructed to furnish the ‘city with 
an inventory of everything in the city 
engineer’s office which was the prop- 
erty of the city. Street Commissioner 
Ross was also notified to make an in- 
ventory every six mionths of the tools 
belonging to the city.

SOME GREAT EXPLOSIONS. 


Seven Tons of Powdcr Dislodged 200,- 
000 Tous of Rock. 

Among the many incidents which 

are on record, one of the most notable 


is that of the explosion of fifty-five 


tons of blasting gelatin which was be- 
ing unloaded from the railway train at 
Braamfontein, 300 yards west of Jo- 
hannesburg, in South Africa, on Feb- 
ruary 19, 1896, and which was exploded 
by an end-on collision. The result of 
the explosion of this enormous quan- 
tity of one of the most powerful ex- 
plosives used, says Cassier’s Magazine, 
was to produce a crater 300 feet long, 
65 feet wide and 30 feet deep in soft 
ground, or, taking a cubic foot of 
earth as weighing 100 pounds, the su- 
perficial explosion of this fifty-five tons 
of explosive gelatin excavated about 
30,000 tons of soft earth. Besides this 
there was a total destruction of all 
buildings within a radius of 380 yards, 
while from that distance to 660 yards 
all the buildings were shattered and 
the roofs were battered in up to about 
1,000 yards. But- all these buildings 
were built chiefly of corrugated #ron 
and mud, and therefore were of a most 
unsubstantial character. 

On ‘the other hand, we have in the 
United States the blowing up of the 
Hudson river palisades at Fort Lee 


in 1893, when the explosion of two: 


tons of dynamite, placed in a cham- 
ber of rock, brought down 169,000 tons 
of rock; the blasting of the Dinorwic 
‘quarries, Lamberis, in the same year, 
when 214 tons of gelatin dynamite, 
placed in chambers in the dyke, over- 
threw 180,000 tons of rock, and the 
destruction of the famous Talcen Mawr 
in 1895, when’ seven tons of powder, 
poured into two shafts, dislodged a 
mass of rock computed to weigh from 
125,000 to 200,000 tons. From this we 
find that the dynamite on the interior 
at Fort Lee was over forty times as ef- 
ficient as the explosive gelatin at the 
while the 
powder at Talcen Mawr over forty 
times as efficient. It is, hence, not sur- 
prising, that the superficial explosion 
of the 300-pound charges of gun-cotton 
thrown by the Vesuvius’ guns at San- 
tiago during the late war between the 
United States and Spain produced no 
serious structural damage, and sim“ 
ply harassed the enemy by ‘their 
frightful reports, which occurred at in- 
frequent intervals and unexpected 
times.

Braamfontein, 300 yards west of Jo- 
hannesburg, in South Africa, on Feb- 
ruary 19, 1896, and which was exploded 
by an end-on collision. The result of 
the explosion of this enormous quan- 
tity of one of the most powerful ex- 
plosives used, says Cassier’s Magazine, 
was to produce a crater 300 feet long, 
65 feet wide and 30 feet deep in soft 
ground, or, taking a cubic foot of 
earth as weighing 100 pounds, the su- 
perficial explosion of this fifty-five tons 
of explosive gelatin excavated about 
30,000 tons of soft earth. Besides this 
there was a total destruction of all 
buildings within a radius of 380 yards, 
while from that distance to 660 yards 
all the buildings were shattered and 
the roofs were battered in up to about 
1,000 yards. But all these buildings 
were built chiefly of corrugated iron 
and mud, and therefore were of a most 
unsubstantial character. 

On “the other hand, we have in the 
United States the blowing up of the 
Hudson river palisades at Fort Lee 


in 1893, when the explosion of two: 


tons of dynamite, placed in a cham- 
ber of rock, brought down 109,000 tons 
of rock; the blasting of the Dinorwic 
‘quarries, Lamberis, in the same year, 
when 2% tons of gelatin dynamite, 
placed in chambers in the dyke, over- 
threw 180,000 tons of rock, and the 
destruction of the famous Talcen Mawr 
in 1895, when’ seven tons of powder, 
poured into two shafts, 
mass of rock computed to weigh from 
125,000 to 200,000 tons. From this we 
find that the dynamite on the interior 
at Fort Lee was over forty times as ef- 
ficient as the explosive gelatin at the 
surface at Johannesburg, while the 
powder at Talcen Mawr over forty 
times as efficient. It is, hence, not sur- 
prising, that the superficial explosion 
of the 300-pound charges of gun-cotton 
thrown by the Vesuvius’ guns at San- 
tiago during the late war between the 
United States and Spain produced no 
serious structural damage, and sini 
ply harassed the enemy by their 
frightful reports, which oecurred at in- 
frequent 
times. 


Swift-Winged Justice. 

Here jis a story of swift-winged jus- 
tice in Missouri: While a jury at 
Salisbury was haggling over the pun- 
ishment to be administered to Rob- 
ert Bruce for assault, they heard the
